Pressure Croups Still Active 


The quarterly report required by a 1946 fed­ 
eral law to be filed by all individuals and 
organizations performing lobbying activities in 
Washington shows that in number and in money 
poured out these would-be influencer of con­ 
gressional legislation are not decreasing their 
functions. Obviously, lobbying must be suc­ 
cessful, else it would be stopped. 
It is legitimate for any organization or move­ 
ment to do watch-dog service in Washington, 
trying to discourage governmental actions con­ 
sidered unfavorable and encourage rulings, de­ 
cisions and legislation of the type wanted. 
Many religious and welfare organizations and 
groups zealous for morality and their own con­ 
cepts of human betterment engage continuously 
in such lobbying. 
Many industries, professions, business enter- 
. prises and agricultural interests have their own 
pressure methods and propaganda procedures. 
Federal law requires all lobbyists to register 
and to tell how much money they spend each 
three months, but there is no other legalistic 
burh on them. For example. National Milk 
Producers Federation spent $83,000 in its lobby­ 
ing work the first quarter of 1954; General 
Electric Co. spent $76,000: the Association of 
American Railroads $56,000. 
What may be more significant, however, is 
the pleasant custom of many defeated mem­ 
bers of Congress who stay on in Washington 
draw salaries as lobbyists, utilizing their ac­ 
quaintanceship with government officials and 
legislative procedures to promote causes they 
might not have backed while directly responsi­ 
ble to their constituents. 
This is not wrong on its face, if a cause 
Is worthy and the lobbying is done ethically. 
Such expert 
service 
can 
be 
commendable. 
Otherwise, there could be a strong factor of 
culpability. 


No! A One-Man Job 


Tension within the U. S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission is not quite as explosive as that within 
an atom, itself, yet the quarrel among the mem­ 
bers obviously could hamper the whole atomic 
energy development program. It 
may 
have 
been hampered already. 
Since 1946. the government’s absolute jurisdic­ 
tion over all atomic power and bomb matters 
has been vested in this commission. Lately, 
former Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, form erly just 
a member, now the chairman, has been pretty 
much the whole commission itself. 
Some of the members claim he has been 
high-handed, autocratic, receiving information 
not shared with them and giving out policy 
statements about the commission as if he had 
no colleagues. 
The AEC has a plant investment of five and 
a half billion dollars. The commission has one 
of the biggest, most important responsibilities 
of the whole government set-up. and the job 
patently is too big for one individual. 
Chairman Strauss would be well-advised not 
to seek, or accept, other than presiding status 
for the commission, plus the protocol-right of 
being its spokesman. 
It is one thing to be “principal officer” of 
an organization, but most historical accounts 
of lone men trying to be one-person bosses 
of nations and political parties and institutions 
and organizations have not made pleasant read­ 
ing. 
It will take all the combined wisdom and ef­ 
forts of the whole commission, plus wide govern­ 
mental and industrial coordination, to make 
atomic energy fruitful for non-war purposes. 
The program is too significant to be disrupted 
by internal stresses.

IN CZARIST Russia, the intel- 
ligenzia were a class apart, an 
elite who could read. 'Hie person 
who could read more than one 
language or who had studied in a 
foreign university was indeed a 
superior being. It was not unusual 
to meet an intelligent R u s s i a n 
who could not only read but speak 
five or ten languages. 
As literacy spreads among the 
people, mere ability to read is not 
so great an achievement because 
everybody can read. The scholar 
ceases to be a member of an 
elite group and becomes just a per­ 
son, wise or foolish, able, or in­ 
competent. 
intellectually courag­ 
eous or just a jobholder. 
In Russia, it used not to be un­ 
usual to hear a Pierson say. “I am 
intelligent.” Can you imagine any 
Pierson saying in this country, "I 
am an intellectual”? 


T H I S DISCUSSION inevitably 
leads to what, in our country, 
has been vulgarized into the word, 
egghead. I do not quite understand 
what an “egghead” is, but I as­ 
sume that it is a characteriza­ 
tion of a scholar who goes into 
the public service and acts beyond 
his capacities. 
The American penchant for a 
head” a radical, a member of the 
ADA, a professor who is a Fifth 
Amendment Communist 
o r 
a 
fellow-traveler who often becomes 
such because he is a busybody. 
The idea seems to prevail that 
all scholars are Democrats or Lib­ 
erals or Communists. 
This 
has 
been encouraged by the contrary 
notion that all 
Republicans, 
all 
business men. and all anti-Com- 
munists are “anti-intellectuals.” 


Surely, it would convey no pre­ 
cise meaning, because this is a 
classless society in which every 
man, woman and child seems to 
have an opinion on every subject 
and the adults can vote an opin­ 
ion conclusively in an election. 


ON THE OTHER hand, the dis­ 
ciplines of learning do give to cer­ 
tain parsons either expertness in a 
particular field or a broad, philo­ 
sophical view of the forces of na­ 
ture and the activities of man. 
Learning is a matter of intellec­ 
tual discipline. Knowledge r u n 
riot is unrelated to wisdom. 
We have all met the “walking 
encyclopedia” who knows every­ 
thing from how many stars are in 


SUCH SIMPLIFICATIONS a r e 
not only ridiculous but mischiev­ 
ous. The trained, disciplined minds 
of this country cannot be divided 
that way. 
If a count were taken. I am sure 
that as many, if not more. disci­ 
plined minds are 
employed 
in 
private industry as in our uni­ 
versities; that more research is 
being done in the natural sciences 
in private industry than in our uni­ 
versities; that as many professors 
are Republicans .as Democrats; 
and that in our universities the 
anti-Communists w’ill exceed the 
Communists by 1,000 to I — a con­ 
servative guess, I am sure. 
In a word, no political group in 
America has a m o n o p o l y on 
scholarship. Some do, 
however, 
make more noise than others.

He had a little something to fall 
back on. For, back on Aug. 12, 
1952, there was incorporated, un­ 
der the laws of Delaware, some­ 
thing called the Wage 
Earners 
Amalgamated Federation of La­ 
bor, Inc. 
On a picket sign this could read 
like "The Wage Earners of the 
AFL.” And who could deny it? 
After all the corporation’s charter 
is still in good standing in Dover. 
Del. It even has a resident agent 
at 900 Market St. there. 


Anyone who travels in Europe 
nowadays and talks with parsons 
inside and outside of government 
in the various countries hears that 
question discussed just as often as 
it was in the years immediately 
preceding the outbreak of World 
War I and World War II. 


Employment Statistics 
From mid-April to mid-May, employment in­ 
creased 521.000. according to a joint report of 
the Commerce and Labor departments. 
Total employment at the end of May had 
reached 61,119.000. 
Unemployment inched 
downward from 
its 
April level, as it had inched downward in April 
from its Februarv-March level. 
Employment statistics are reliable as general 
guides. A seasonal increase in outside jobs has 
brought an improvement in employment. At 
the same time this was happening, however, 
there was a slight worsening of factory em­ 
ployment. which is the point of greatest con­ 
cern in the adjustment following the Korean 
war boom. 
In 1949. total employment stood at an av­ 
erage of 62.100.000 for the year. The total labor 
force which might have been employed for that 
year stood at 63.7 million. 
This year the total labor force which might 
be employed stands at a little more than 67 
million. Yet. unemployment is hovering close 
to 5V» per cent of the total labor force, just 
about where it was in 1949. 
Relative to the increase in total population 
and the total labor force, the United States 
has a percentage of unemployment which w'ould 
have been considered a mark of prosperity dur­ 
ing most years before the war boom that began 
in 1940. 
That year. 17 per cent of its total labor force 
was unemployed. In 1935. unemployment reach­ 
ed 25 per cent of the total labor foi;ce. 


THIS MAN. who slugged it out 
wnth women, is Max Caldwell of 
the old Capone mob. For years he 
has done a big business in little 
unions. Like now. for example. 
He has himself a couple of fronts 
operating out of 4014 Chase Ave., 
Miami Beach. One is listed as the 
United Automobile Workers. Not 
CIO. Not AFL. Just United Auto­ 
mobile Workers. 
The 
telephone 
number is 58-7195. 
Last w’eek the authorities from 
up north bogan checking on the 
character. They found he has been 
waiting for a charter from the* 
United Automobile Workers, AFL, 
which just lost its president, Lest­ 
er Washburn. 
Washburn quit after 
expelling 
some locals and some ex-convicts 
leading them and influencing oth­ 
ers, because his executive board 
overruled him. Mind you, the na­ 
tional president of this union had 
to quit while the remaining lead­ 
ers prepared to rehear the cases 
of those he ousted—including 
a 
man now doing jail time. 


HAVING RUN OUT of 
other 
unions. Max Caldwell, never for­ 
getting the code of Capone, began 
throwing his weight around with 
this Wage Earners thing. There 
w’ere beatings and police bookings. 
But at the present time Max Cald­ 
well still has two union offices go­ 
ing at 4014 Chase Ave., Miami 
Beach—the Wage Earners and the 
Automobile Workers. 
This being a free country, like 
they used to say in my childhood 
slum neighborhood. Max Caldwell 
even availed himself of freedom of 
the press—for he began publishing 
a newspaper called 
The 
Wage 
Earner, “devoted to the interest 
of those w’ho toil.” 


THE 
AUTHORITIES 
tell me 
that Max Caldwell had been told 
by at least one high official in 
this union that he could expect.* 
charter which would enable him j 
to proceed to “organize” Miami, I 
Miami Beach and other southern 
points. 
This Caldwell is quite an or- t 
ganizer. Back in his Chicago-Ca- 
pone days. he ran the retail clerks 
—and couldn’t account for over 
$900,000 of the union's money. He 
went south with the boys and set 
up one union after another. 
First it was a Miami Laborers 
Union, and he managed to hit a 
man this time. A fellow by the 
name 
of 
Royce 
Mock. Almost 
blinded Mock in one eye. This 
angered George L. Mitchell, lead­ 
er of the Miami Carpenters Coun­ 
cil. Mitchell demanded that Cald­ 
well be ousted. This was about a 
year ago. 


HIS FRONT PAGE began to at­ 
tack honest AFL leaders as pro­ 
communist. This. of course, the 
real anti-Communist forces need­ 
ed like a hole in the head, which 
Caldwell can supply, too. 
Yet through all this 
Caldwell 
operates 
with 
just one or two 
aides. Though slight of build, he 
talks and struts as though he were 
Johnny Tomo himself. 
Who protects this man? The au­ 
thorities say that he is part of a 
combine of similar operators of 
little unions, too powerful for any 
force inside labor to buck success­ 
fully. That a puny thug like Cald­ 
well can stay in business proves 
the kingsize of the combine in 
northern cities which can protect 
him 1.500 miles away.

There can be no doubt that the 
danger of World War III is uni­ 
versally recognized, but the wish­ 
ful thinkers again are in the ma­ 
jority — those who. because they 
don’t want to see a war happen, 
are trying to persuade themselves 
it will not happen. 
This writer is convinced there 
are only tw’o safe assumptions for 
policy-makers in the governments 
of the free world to adopt. One 
is that World War III is probable. 
The other is that it will not neces­ 
sarily be an atomic war. 
The assumption that World War 
III is probable stems from the 
presence today of exactly the same 
explosive factors existing prior to 
the outbreak of the last two world 
wars which led to miscalculations 
by the aggressor. 
Vacillation 
in 
diplomacy 
and 
lack of clarity in defining what 
will happen to a potential aggres­ 
sor are again creating the same 
dangers that developed before the 
last two world wars. 
The assumption that the n e x t 
war will not necessarily be an 
atomic war is based on the logical 
strategy which Communist Russia 
already is adopting and must con­ 
tinue to apply in both her mili­ 
tary and diplomatic preparations. 
Just as the Korean War surpris­ 
ed the military men, presenting 
the forces of the free world with 
a kind of war they did not antici­ 
pate or prepare for, so it may be 
assumed once more that the mili­ 
tary planning now being done by 
the free world does not envisage 
the kind of war the Communists 
will fight the next time. 


I a nation which is weaker than its 
enemy in atomic strength will 
never strike a blow which would 
invite massive retaliation. While, 
of course, this could happen, a 
stra teg y that ignores the possible 
I tactics to be pursued by the enemy 
could be fatal for the free world. 
Knowing that public opinion in 
democratic countries 
would 
not 
sanction the use of the atomic 
bomb unless it is used first against 
us, the Soviet regime can effect­ 
ually neutralize the use of the 
bomb in the same way that poison 
gas was neutralized in World War 
II — by self-restraint on both sides, 
rather than by formal agreement. 
It is to the interest of the Soviets 
not to drop an atomic bomb any- 


j where. It is also to their interest 
to announce well in advance of 
the outbreak of a general war 
begun, the United States drops a 
bomb behind the Iron Curtain, the 
Soviets w’ill drop atomic bombs 
on both london and Paris. 
Nothing would build up "neutral­ 
ist” sentiment in France arid Great 
Britain faster than such a warn­ 
ing. It is reasonable to assume 
that public opinion in 
America 
would not wish to see Britain and 
France destroyed. 
Hence, the strongest influences 
would be brought to bear to out­ 
law the use of the atomic bomb, 
particularly on cities and areas 
that do not contain military in­ 
stallations or concentrations 


THE BASIC PREMISE on which 
this line of reasoning is founded is 
that the United States and the 
other free governments will n o t 
authorize the dropping of an atom­ 
ic bomb unless the Soviets drop 
one first. 
It can be taken for granted that 


SOME INKLING of the trend of 
Soviet thinking on this subject may 
be derived from a study of the 
latest propaganda moves by Mos­ 
cow, which is engaging in a world­ 
wide campaign to outlaw the use 
of A-bombs and H-bombs. 
Any nation which itself intended 
to use them would not be so eager 
to arouse world opinion against 
their use. 
If, therefore, atom bombs are 
not used to destroy each other’s 
cities, what kind of wrar will be 
fought? In ail probability, it will 
be the kind we did not expect in 
1939 and 1940 and the kind we 
didn’t expect in Korea in 1950— 
the strategy that the enemy deems 
best for its own purposes. 
This means a close approxima­ 
tion of what is known as “con­ 
ventional” war. fought with large 
bodies of ground troops. Soviet 


Russia is plainly at an advantage 
in this respect, because the ground 
troops of the free governments are 
scattered throughout 
the 
world, 
from Indochina and Korea to the 
Middle East and North Africa and 
Central Europe. 
Soviet Russia has succeeded al­ 
ready in forcing the dispersal of 
the forces 
of the free 
nations 
through “local wars” and through 
“cold war” threats. 
But will not America use every 
weapon in her arsenal, anyw ay? 
Our own military c h i e f s and 
those of the NATO countries are 
absolutely sure we will do so, but 
with them the wish is father to the 
thought. They see the military ad­ 
vantages, but they do not take into 
account the changing currents of 
public opinion, which has already 
manifested an indescribable fear 
of the H-bomb. This is an indica­ 
tion that any mutual self-restraint 
would probably be welcomed, even 
if it means another conventional 
war with great danger to the free 
world. 
The terror aspects have been 
widely publicized. 
The so-called 
“new 
look.” 
a 
phrase used to describe our pres­ 
ent military plans, assumes an 
atomic war. It is correct as far 
as it goes, but absolute security 
will not come and a third world 
war W’ill not be prevented unless 
the free world is adequately pre­ 
pared for both kinds of war — 
the conventional as well as atomic. 
The only real deterrent to a 
third world war is to be prepared 
for it on a military scale, which 
may be very costly but which is 
absolutely necessary for survival. 
To prepare for all contingencies 
is the only safe way to prevent 
World War III from breaking out. 
To fail to prepare militarily can 
make World War III inevitable.

There is no question that in deal­ 
ing with the unforeseen trouble at 
Rongelap and Utirik a magnificent 
job was done by all hands—the 
U. S. Atomic Energy Commission, 
the joint task force, the trust terri­ 
tory government and Kwajalein 
Naval Air Station. 
But why wasn’t the possibility 
foreseen? 
Actually it was, 
and 
when it happened the trouble was 
quickly detected. As AEC Chair­ 
man Lewis L. Strauss announced, 
the “detonation was larger than 
expected.” It spread over a much 
wider area as a result. Then a 
sudden shift in high-altitude winds 
carried the radioactivity in an un­ 
expected direction. 
The weather man. that night of 
March I, gave Maj. Gen. Percy W. 
Clarkson, task force commander, 
the first tip that something had 
gone awry. The next day planes 
landed at the affected atolls and 
scientists decided all natives and 
military personnel must be evacu­ 
ated. A destroyer completed the 
evacuation in two days, taking the 
people to Kwajalein for medical 
assistance and maintenance.

They loosen soil particles and keep 
them from packing together. 
Clay soils warm up slowly in the 
spring and shouldn’t be 
planted 
too early. Clay is dry enough to 
work. if it crumbles easily. 
Fall is the best time to spade 
gardens and add organic matter. 
T h e soil then will dry and get 
warm earlier in the spring. 
Every s e c o n d year the soil

Residents of unimproved streets 
may contract through the city for 
oil to lay summer dust, Safety- 
Service Director Thomas D. Enochs 
said today. 
The oil will be furnished and 
applied for 13 cents a gallon by 
the Tri-State Asphalt Corp. of Mar­ 
tins Ferry, the director said. 
To give householders a yardstick 
to compute their needs, the direc­ 
tor said a gallon of the oil will cov­ 
er IO square feet. Instead of old 
crankcase oil that generally is 
used, Tri-State will furnish the 
residue from its apshalt plant, the 
director said. 
The oil contains traces of as­ 
phalt that will bind the surface of 
an unimproved street more than 
the discarded motor oil, Enochs 
said. 
The city has agreed to purchase 
the first 1,000 gallons from Tri­ 
state to be used on Boring Lane, 
which runs from Lisbon St. to the 
city operated trash dump in La- 
Croft the director said.

committees set a fast course today 
for a bill to extend for another 
year President Eisenhower’* pow­ 
er to lower U.S. tariffs in agree­ 
ments with other nation* which

Known as the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. the law which 
J the House bill would keep in effect 
is presently scheduled to expire at 
midnight Saturday. 
House leaders want to get the 
extension bill to the Senate in time 
for action there next week if pos­ 
sible. While that would be after 
the deadline, a temporary lapse of 
the 20-year-old law would not af­ 
fect reciprocal trade agreements 
already on the books. 
Eisenhower originally had re­ 
quested a three-year extension of 
the controversial program in line 
with recommendations of a special 
commission on foreign economic 
policy 
headed 
by 
Clarence 
B. 
Randall, president of Inland Steel 
Co. The President later backed 
away from the three-year request 
now and asked instead for the 
shorter extension in order, he said, 
to give the House Ways and Means 
Committee more time for a longer 
look at the over-ail program, with 
action next year. 
This committee called a morn­ 
ing session to approve the one- 
year extension provided for in a 
bill introduced this week by Chair­ 
man Daniel A. Reed <R-NY).

The electric service entrance In your house doesn’t lirht up with 
rn rosy glow when in nse. It doesn’t ring bells. It doesn’t rattle a 
warning. It’s just there—a visible evidence of the fact that electric 
enrrent in the amount of so many kilowatts is on tap on the premises. 
Nor can the electron movement in the copper wires behind plaster 
walls be seen throurh a convenient peephole. Nor too small wires 
for too big loads cry out in protest at overwork. 
So the Question of the number of kilowatts a home wiring system 
is actually able to deliver on demand is usually non-existent for the 
owner until he finds his main fuses blowing or his main breaker 
tripping-up. Because he does so seldom think about his wiring as a 
construction item (as fundamental as his roof or his basement) he 
is probably one of the 20 million Americans owning and dwelling in 
reasonably sound, though aging houses where wiring modernization 
woald profit the home owner and is long overdue. 
There are 50 million single residences in this country, according to 
the Society of Residential Appraisers, but only two per cent are 
brand new, and only 17 per cent were built before the past decade. 
In all these houses, however, the service entrance capacity is what 
determines the number of kilowatts available for the home owner’s 
ase; that is, the size of the wires or conductors coming into the 
house from the power pole, and the rating in amperes of the 
panelboard for the main switch and assembly, or the main circuit 
breaker. 
A 30-amoere service entrance is a relic of the 1930’s when at most 
—and seldom all in the same household—22 eleetrcial items vied 
for the current that was primarily intended for lighting and only a 
few small appliances. That same supply of current cannot begin to 
accommodate today's needs. 
Even now in millions of older houses two small copper conductors, 
probably No. 8 in size, are being used to carry ap to 30 amperes of 
current at 110 to 120-volt pressure into the premises. This is the 
very minimum service the Code will permit builders to install. Old 
style “fuse boxes’’ or panelboards on which are mounted tile main 
switch and the fuse assembly also have 30-ampere ratings. 
What, then, is a really adequate service entrance for a modern 
or modernized house? 
Today, even the 3-wire 60-ampere service entrance found in many 
news residences where the size of the copper conductors has been 
increased to No. 6 instead of the old No. 8 is by no means adequate 
for all the major electrical equipment many home owners expect 
to have. Houses being equipped with such capacity will have to 
have additional wiring done within a few years if the householder 
expands his electrical living. 
Ideally, the home owner should see that his service entrance capac­ 
ity has a balanced relationship to the size of his house. If the size 
is not more than 1,000 square feet of floor area, he can do very 
well with 3 conductors of No. 4 size, and a 70-ampere circuit breaker 
or 100-ampere main switch fused for 70 amperes. 
A 2-wire service makes 120 volts available: a 3-wire service will 
■apply both 240 volts ami 120 volts as desired. 
What he then may use with such a system are ample lights, portable 
appliances, an electric range, a water heater. In addition, he may 
use such major units as a dishwasher, automatic clothes washer, 
240-volt clothes dryer, provided that the total of these additional 
appliances is not more than 4500 watts. 
As the size of the house increases, however, service entrance capac­ 
ity should increase. At 1,000 to 3.000 square feet of floor area, three 
conductors are still required, but should be No. 2 in wire size (the 
lower the number, the larger the wire size.) 
Then the service entrance equipment — circuit breaker, or main 
twitch and fuse assembly, should all have a rating of IOO amperes. 
Such capacity will give the home owner ase of 6,000 watts beyond 
the lighting, portable appliances, range and water heater require­ 
ments. 
More and more far-sighted home owners who realize that a 35 per 
cent increase in electrical appliances between 1930 and 1950 presages 
a continued electrical revolution in American living, are having 
200-a rn pc re service built into their homes as a matter of course. 
For them, obsolescent wiring is a bogey a long way off.

Finishing its work on the 875- 
page tax revision bill last night 
after six weeks of secret delibera­ 
tions, the group accepted nearly 
all of the benefits for corporations 
and individuals sought by the ad­ 
ministration. These would amount 
to about SI.400,OOO,OOO in tax cuts 
in the first year. 
Democrats on the committee did 
not even offer their proposal for a 
big reduction in personal income 
taxes by a boost in exemptions. 
It had become obvious the com­ 
mittee would reject such a move. 
Their failure to win committee 
support threw cold water on any 
hopes for a general income tax 
reduction in the revision bill, for 
the Senate rarely upsets the Fi­ 
nance 
C o m m i t t e e 
on 
tax 
legislation. 
Nonetheless, the senior Demo­ 
cratic committee member, Frear 
of Delaware, told newsmen they 
pl nned to fight the issue out on 
the Senate floor. 
Other informants said the Dem­ 
ocrats might center their floor bat­ 
tle on a new plan providing a $20 
tax cut for each taxpayer on his 
return, taken as a final step after 
he had figured his tax. 
Sen. George (D-Ga) actually of­ 
fered this in committee last week 
as a substitute for a provision giv­ 
ing substantial relief to stockhold- { 
ers on their dividend income, but 
lost 10-4. 
The .evenue loss from the $20 
plan would be about $850 million 
annually under George’s estimate; 
| j 
committee staff officials said it 
might reach $1,400,000,000 a year. I 
Either w’ould be much less than 
the original plan calling for a 4Va- 
billion-dollar income tax cut in 1954 
by raising exemptions $200 and a 
$7,800,000,000 reduction from 1955 
on through a $400 exemption hike. 
Principal benefits in the House 
bill retained by the Senate com­ 
mittee, besides the one to aid 
stockholders, include: accelerated 
depreciation allowances for corpo­ 
rations and individuals, increased 
deductions for medical expenses, 
an increased exemption of retire­ 
ment income, permission to farm­ 
ers to deduct soil conservation ex­ 
penses, an increase in charitable 
deductions, permission to fathers 
to keep the $6(X) exemption on a 
child under 19 or going to college 
even though the dependent earns 
more than $600 a year, and per­ 


mission to bingle heads of families 
to use the same income-splitting 
privilege 
now 
granted 
married 
couples. 
Changes made by the Senate 
committee in the bill included: 
elimination, at least temporarily, 
of a section cutting taxes of Ameri­ 
can companies on their foreign in­ 
come: broadening a provision al­ 
lowing working mothers to write 
off up to $609 of the cost of child 
care; sharp increases in percen­ 
tage depletion allowances on 30 
metals including lead, zinc and 
uranium; insertion of a new pro­ 
vision aimed at closing a loophole 
under which builders made wind­ 
fall profits on government-financed 
apartm nt projects. 
The bill also would extend for a 
year—as the House version does— 
the 52 per cent corporation income 
tax rate otherwise due to fall to 


47 per cent as of last April I. This 
would pick up S1.2UQ.000.000 of 
added revenue in the year to help 
offset the $1,400 000.000 loss expect­ 
ed from the measure's other pro­ 
visions.

Rep. Fulton Opposes 
Floodway Project 


WASHINGTON UV — Army engi­ 
neers were urged Wednesday to 
postpone a decision on a proposed 
dam north of Warren, Ohio, until 
they first dispose of a plan to build 
a canal between Lake Erie and 
the Ohio River. 
Rep. Fulton <R - Pa.) said he 
feared the projected 59 million dol­ 
lar Grand River-Mahoning Flood­ 
way was merely a “stalking horse" 
to construct the long controversial 
Lake Erie Canal through Ohio. 
Fulton, whose home is in Pitts­ 
burgh, was the first of the flood­ 
way opponents to testify at a hear­ 
ing conducted by the Board of En­ 
gineers for Rivers and Harbors. 
The hearing chairman, Maj. Gen. 
Bernard L. Robinson, said plans 
now are to consider the Ohio flood­ 
way project at the board’s Sep­ 
tember meeting. 
The floodway — approved by 
Pittsburgs and Cincinnati district 
engineers — would be designed to 
give flood protections to the War- 
ren-Youngstown area. It also would 
assure industries of adequate wa­ 
ter by diverting water from a huge 
Grand River reservoir into the Ma. 
honing River. 
On several occasions, Fulton ex­ 
pressed his strong opposition to a 
Lake Erie-Ohio River canal. If this 
were ever undertaken, he said, 11,- 
000 to 12,000 railroad workers in 
the area would lose their jobs.
